"Wo are fighting a 
war for poace )t » tht) pj,^ Mistor noted. "Evoryone ln the world wants poace, but 
it f s the terms of the peaco that causo the wars. Shy docsn't evoryono throw away 
tho lr guns and trust ne?" grinne d the Siri of Thonpson* 

. (It is intorosting to note that the King f s bodyguards spont a gireat dcal of 
tine keeping an eyo on tho anbitious Earl of Thonpson. ) 

"We will fight to the last drop of blood (French and Ooman blood) and will 
stand behind (at a safe distance) our alliesiJ" proclained the Earl of Thonpson (us 
he ralsed his ams heavenward) . The crowd fell to its knees to pay hoiaage to their 
godliko warlord, the Prlne Minister. 

YiASHTNGTON (1 July 1908, AP): Two nenbers of the Oabinot today resigned ln pro- 
test against tho anti-war policy of President watscn, Yico-President Eebs, and the 
Farner-Labor Socialist Peaoe Party. Soorotary of the Interior Theodere Roosevelt 
and Soorotary of the NaTy Benjamin Tillnan, who had received their dabinet posts in 
1905 as a good-will , ges ture to tho two older parti es, announced that thoy would 
oanpaign against the Vlatson-Debs tioket in the 1908 eloctlons. 

"Poace is making the Unitod Btatos a nation of wcaklings," Roosovolt told the 
press. w Uo noed a good war to stlffon tho Anericun backbono, to instill into our. 
cltizonry tho nartial virtuos of patriot! sn and solidarity. Thoreforo, I an join- 
ing with Mr. Tillnan to unito tho Republican and Donocratic Tarties against tho 
poace policy of those populist and SoeiaM.st upstarts." 

Roosevelt indicated that he uas not sure whethor tho United States shculd onter 
the European war on the side of England or of Rus sia. "Thls ia a relativ oly unin- 
'portant question," ho told a nurious reporter. The inportont thing 
is that the non in the streets should gir d up his loins and go forth This is 
to fight ln a rightcous oauso," 

Secretary Tillnan, a Denocratic lender '.in the Sonato before his 
uppointnent to the cabinot, added that his' principal opposltion to tho 
yatson-Debs adniniatration was' to their efforts to gain civil equality 
for Negroes. "Befoah ol' Ton'took up with-these Yankee Populists and 
Tow Socialists," Tillnan oonplained, "ho uas a good south'ner - oh, a 
litt le radi cal, naybe, and sonottaos supporting racially nl*ed fusion 
tickets, but basically sound. With a II «1 of f ort, we could have got 
ilta to cone *round in tine. But now that he's boen elected President 
he*s gone high hat on us." 

NEU YORK <4 Tuly 1908) : Before a jan-packed. opon air rally in 
Union Squaro, Vi oe- Pre si dent Sugene V. Bebs hurled back tho challenge # 257 
of the fiepublican-Denoeratic presidontial ticket of Theodoro Roose- 
velt and Benjanin Tillnan. "President i feit son and I point with pride to our reccrd 
in keeping America, out of the present European war," ho told a cheering throng, 
"Auerican seil is a sanctuory to all nen of good will fron Europo, who hope to save 
their own countries fron war." 

Also speaking at thls rally nore Karl Kautsky, an anti-war refugee fron Gor- 
nany; Jean Jaures, an anti-war refugee fron Franco; Georgi Ohkheidze, an anti-war 
refugeo fron Russia; and a young cousin of Socretary of the Interior Roosevelt, 
who strongly opposed his kinsnan's pro- war stand and urged the re~election of tho 
Uatson-Bobs ticket. The loudest applauso of the day cane when Kautsky and 
Ghkheidzo; whose nations are ln a stato of war with oach other, olasped hands fra-
